2) by not editing out included text, it sends a not at all subtle 
message to the list, that the poster considers his/her own time 
required to merely swipe his mouse across the text and tap the delete 
key, to be more valuable than the collective time and energy of the 
600-700 readers on the list... not exactly a "positive" message! ;%) 


This isn't rocket science... you place the pointer at the top of the 
message you are including xparts* of, and click-drag to where you need 
to include, and then hit the backspace or delete key... painless, 
easy, quick, and very helpful to the list. 


PLEASE begin to pay attention to this... those who consistently can not be 
bothered to be considerate of the list will forfiet posting privileges 
and risk not being invited back for membership. 


Treat the list as a symposium. In such an environment, with 600 others 
attending who have paid to be there, it is unlikely you would repeat 
someone else's portion of a conversation in its entirety as part of 
your own remarks... it would become very tedious, very quickly, if you 
did... especially if you repeated even the closing signature block of 
the previous message. 


Thanks for your understanding and help in making the boatanchors list 
have the highest signal to noise on the InterNet.

One of the worst problems with the HX-Drifty-Fifty was VFO leak thru on 40 
m. It was only about 30 dB down! So you'd be transmitting on 2 freq's at 
once, one in the 49m SW band. This is totally unacceptable, period, IMO, a 
pink ticket invitation. Poor, poor design, cheapness, not enuf shielding 
or trapping, insufficient bandpass coupler Q. I had both a -50 & -50A, 
both had same collection of silly problems. 


The rig is also a bear to align, takes forever, seems to need frequent 
realignment. Trap adjustments & performance are just crazy. All best done 
with a sweep gen as the bandpass couplers are not simple peaked ct's. 


Other's comments right on the nose. I can't just chalk this up to Hammar's 
inexperience in building transmitters. Contemporary Halli (HT-37) & Gonset 
(GSB-100) rigs were much better, and at around same price I think. BTW, 
both of latter were phasing type SSB, HX-50 was filter type.

I've looked at the Heath SB-220 (or is it the -200?--the one that also uses 
2@ 572B's) for ideas to use on the HXL-1, such as ability to balance the 
tubes, adding ALC, & other misc. ct. improvements.

Hammarlund 
couldn't decide how they were going to build 
them and I've yet to find all the service info and bulletins for 
them. Everything that John said above is true in spades. 
The Final was very difficult to neutralize, the feedthrough caps to the 
final didn't work and there was two bulletins on that 
alone. If you don't have some VERY good test gear, forget about owning 
one. They are MUCH more difficulty than 
they are worth.
